. Tropical Storms 


Tropical storm Wilda, the 

thirdto strike the Philippines 

in 10 days, roared across 
Luzon butspared Leyte, where 6,000 
people were killed by tropical storm 
Thelma on Nov. 5. 

Tropical cyclone Tialeftmore than 
1,000 people homeless after ravag- 
ing the eastern Solomon Islands for 
three days. High winds flattened all 
of the coconut trees on the island of 
Talokwai, and severely damaged is 
water supply. ‘ 

An unnamed tropical cyclone 
brought torrential rains and flash 
floods across southern India as it 
moved ashore from the Bay of Ben- 
gal. At Jeast 40 people were killed by 
drowning or in collapsed houses in 
the coastal states of AndhraPradesh, 
Tamil Nadu, and Karnataka. 


Whale Fortunes 


More than 400 pilot whales 
Iq beached themselves and 
died on a South Atlantic 


island off the Argentine coast. Envi- 
ronmental officials said the tragedy 
may have been caused by “disorien- 
tation” of the leaders of several 
groups of whales. Pilot whales are 
known for blindly following the lead 
of the male guide. 

The U.S. Government propozed 
removing California’s gray whales 
from the list of endangered species 
after a surprising surge in the popu- 
lation of the marine mammal. The 
number of gray whales in the north- 
ern Pacific has risen by three per- 
cent annually since 1967, to about 
21,000 now. At the turn of the can- 
tury, they numbered less than 2,000. 


Early Snows 
Aseries of winterlike storms 
brought several periods of 
heavy snowfall from the 

Rocky Mountains tothe Great Plains. 

Almost three feet of new snow fell 

over the ski resorts of northern New 

Mexico and Colorado. Snow also fell 

as far south as the panhandles of 

Oklahoma and Texas.

In Co- 
lombia, buildings cracked and tele- 
phone service was disrupted by a 
powerful quake centered just off- 
shore from Buenaventura. The 
strongest earthquake in Switzerland 
in nearly a half-century damaged 
buildings in the eastern Alps. Earth 
movements were also felt in the 
Alaska Peninsula, two points in In- 
dia, and northwestern California. 


Mystery Guest 
A mysterious space ob- 
jectis predictedto fly near 
(>) Earth next month. Scien- 
tists don't know whether it’s a new 
type of asteroid or a 20-year-old 
Apollo rocketthatshot pastthe moon 
and is now returning home. Deep- 
space tracking equipment estimates 
that the object is between one and 
11 yards wide. If it is an asteroid, it 
willbe the smallest ever discovered. 
Astronomer Steve Ostro of NASA's 
Jet Propulsion Laboratory in Pasad- 
ena, Calif., says it will fly within 
290,000 miles of Earth about noon 
Greenwich Mean Time on Dec. 5.
